MEASURING ICY RIVERS. 


Methods Employed by Engineers Get 
Exact Flow of Streams. 

In order to determine the possibili- 
ties of rivers as a source of power or 
the extent to which they may be uti- 
lized for irrigation, uavigation or oth- 
er useful purposes the first necessity 
iis te measure accurately the volume 
of their ows. For this purpose the 
United States geological survey main- 
tains many stream gauging stations, 
and its hydrogruphic engineers are con- 
tinually traveling from station to sta- 
tion to determine the flow of the riv- 
ers at Various heights of water. | 

Different methods are employed to 
get at the exact flow of the rivers. In 
some places it is possible for the engi- 
heer to wade across the river, drop- 

| ping in bis electric current meter every | 

foot or two at different depths, and 
thus being able to determine almost 
exactly the flow. As the records 
should be kept throughout the year, | 
many of these niensurements can be 
made ouly after chopping out a hole | 
in thick ice. The hydrographer wears | 
high rubber boots which may come up | 
to his shoulders, but while he may | 
| keep dry be is naturally under such 
| conditions apt to get rather cold, For 
measuring deeper rivers trolleys are 
| erected and small cars run across them | 
from which the hydrographer drops | 
his instruments into the water. 

In mensuring some of the Inrger 
tivers cables a mile in length are used. 
the hydroxrapher traversing the entire 
distance and making his soundings | 
every few feet. The results of these | 
measurements are Inter computed into 
the number of cubic feet per second 
owing down the rivers and published | 
in reports that are issued to any per- | 
sons who may be interested in irriga-
